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An expert on the Eviropean Common Market, Dr. Norbert Koch, will fly in from 
Europe to participate in the 6th annual public conference of the Patent, Trademark, 
and Copyright Foundation of George Washington University at the Mayflower Hotel in 
V/ashington, D. C., June 1U-15« 

Koch, a member of the Directorate-Generale de la Concurrence of the Commission 
of the European Economic Community, will particip)ate in a panel discussion on the 
’’International Outlook on Industrial Property”. Industrial property consists of 
intangible creations of the miod, including inventions, useful ’’know-how”-, tech¬ 
nical and ornamental designs, and other products of man’s ingenuity. 

The panel will consist of three groups of specialists, each group devoting 

its discussion to a specific area within the overall topic. Areas of discussion 
will be the implicetions of the Common Market, the Alliance for Progress, and 
programs to expand U. S. foreign trade. 

Discussing the implications of the Common Market along with Koch will be 
Leonard J. Robbins, of Langner, Parry, Card and Langner, New York Cityj George 
Nebolsine, Coudert Brothers, New York City; and H. van Blankenstein, Economic 
Minister, Netherlands Embassy. 

The convention keynote-address will be given by S. Chesterfield Oppenheim, 

•the Foundation's adviser on research from the University of Michigan Law School. 

Eleven members of the Foundation’s research staff will report on their 
findings in the areas of patent policies for employees, government patent policies, 
invention trends here and abroad, patent and antitrust aspects of the Common Market, 
comparative international patenting statistics, competitiveness of small business 
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in foreign markets, taxation of U* S. income from foreign sources, competitive 
research activity in the U. S. and abroad, and executive decisions and policies. 

Another phase of the conference will be devoted to the question—"USSR: A 
New Factor in International Patent Relations?" 

Vannevar Bushj noted scientist, inventor and public servant, will be honored 
at a dinner on Thursday evening; the lUthl He is the recipient of the Foundation's 
1961 Charles F. Kettering Award for meritorious work in patent, trademark^ and 
copyright research and education# 

Representatives from the fields of commerce, education, science, manufacturing, 
labor, finance and the professions are expected to attend the yearly event. 
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A unique research program of Sino-Soviet studies, combined with graduate 
level courses designed to train *’a new breed of generalists" to cope effectively 
with the problems of the East-West conflict, will be inaugurated this fall at 
George ^’’ashington University in Washington, D. C. 

The program is being developed by an Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies, 
which has been established within the University's School of Government, Business, 
and International Affairs. 

Directing the venture will be Dr, Kurt London, a former government expert on 
problems of international communism and the Sino-Soviet bloc, and the author of 
several books on foreign policy and ideological conflict. London is a graduate 
of the University of Wurzburg, and has also attended universities in Berlin, 
Heidelberg, Zvirich, London, and Paris. He has taught at New York City College, 
Birooklyn College, and the University of Denver, 

"In government the highest level of expert," Dr. London says, "is the 
generalist, who, having accmulated much detailed knowledge and experience, can 
apply it to overall problems of fundamental significance." He said an important 
aim of the new program will be to provide the background and stimulus for a new 
breed of Sino-Soviet generalists who bring "twentieth century minds" to the task 
of substantive analysis and policy formulation. 

"From the beginning," Dr. London said, "we will concentrate on three main 

themes—theory and practice of communism, the Soviet Union and Communist China." 

As the program grows, studies of the East European and Asian satellite nations 

will be added, and an analysis of communist relations with non-aligned areas will 
be made. -more- 
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Graduate seminars will consider such subjects as the strategy and tactics of 
communismj comparative ideologr in the Soviet Union and Red Chinaj the new trends 
of communist "polycdntrism” and its political, social, economic, and cultural 
repercussions, examination of the influence of ideology on foreign policy, and the 
question of nationalism in communist countries. 

An integrated approach to international communism. Sovietology, and contem¬ 
porary Sinology will be made. Dr. London said, "since no full understanding of 
the so-called wcrld socialist system can be achieved as long as these subjects 
are treated separately." He said the Institute will integrate all that is known 
about the communist bloc through an interdisciplinary, area approach, uniting the 
fields of history, political science, economics, geography, and the languages into 
a common front. 

Both Russian and Mandarin Chinese languages will be taught, though the Chinese 
will not be offered to students during the first year of the program's operation. 

The Institute's plan—when it becomes fully operational—is to offer graduate 
education to resident and visiting students, as well as to government employees, 
on a fulltime and parttime basis. In the future, the Institute hopes to engage 
in contract training projects for the government, and "to develop an education 
center for foreign students from the free world countries sent for the express 
purpose of studying international communism and Sino-Soviet policy interpreted in 

its light." 

Dr. London describes the Institute as a "flexible organization of a group of 

scholars cooperatively engaged in research and graduate teaching." Each scholar 

will be a permanent or visiting member of the faculty. "We v/ill have a small but 

first rate permanent staff," he said, "and we will also have three or four visiting 

professors each year." He said a number of top-ranking scholars have already 

expressed a desire to join the Institute, and he plans to line up a stellar cast 

of visiting professors, who will have time to do research and writing pertinent to 

-more- 
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the program of the Institute. "The program will be unconventional," he said, 

"there mil nothing rigid about it." 

The Institute plans to perform much self-generated and sponsored research, 
which will lend material not only for classroom use, but which would contribute 
to the nation "a better understanding of the crucial problems on specific issues 
of Sino-Soviet bloc affairs." 

Convinced of the necessity and feasibility of the new program, and consider¬ 
ably encouraged by its reception in VJashington and elsewhere in the U. S., Dr. 
London brings to George Washington University an outstanding background in foreign 
and communist bloc affairs* He is presently finishing a new book for publication— 
a discussion of international relations in the nuclear age.entitled ’’The Permanent 
Crisis"« He edited a symposium of papers of twenty outstanding scholars on Sino- 
Soviet relations—"Unity and Contradiction"j which has just been published. He 
has also written "How Foreign Policy is Made", "Backgrounds of Conflict: Ideas 
and Forms of World Politics", and "The Seven Soviet Arts", a study of Soviet 
cultural development. 

Beginning in the fall at the University, Br. London vrill teach an integrative 
seminar called "The Sino-Soviet Bloc and World Affairs" for graduate students» 
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Every young person knows that Morse invented the telegraph, that Bell 
invented the telephone, that Whitney invented the cotton gin. But how many of 
you know the ’’patenting process” they had to go through before they could see 
their ’’brain-child” developed and used? 

As would-be inventors, young scientists, and young people interested in our 
nation’s rapidly advancing technology, you probably want to become more familiar 
with the U. S. patent system and how it operates. 

Why do we get patents? Kow do we get patents? Where do we get patents? 

These and many other questions you may have concerning the nation’s patent 
system are answered in a five-booklet series, ’’The Patent System All Around You”, 
published 1:^ the Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Foundation of George Washington 
University in Washington, D. C. Copies of the booklets may be obtained for 1$^ 
each by writing to the Foundation at George Washington University in Washington. 

The first booklet is a general introduction to the subject of patents. 

Booklet number two tells ”How You Get a Patent Today”. The other three booklets 
are ”Vifho Invented It First?”, ’’Looking Into The Fascinating World of Inventionf’, 
and ”How Inventions Are Put to Work”. 

The booklets were designed by the Foundation for young people—the future 
responsible citizens of our nation—to make them aware of tlie purposes, procedures, 
problems and accomplishments under the patent system. The booklets are written 
in a clear, concise manner, and do an excellent job of interpreting the patent 
system for the teenage reader.

The film,'which was produced by the Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Foun¬ 
dation of George Washington University in Washington, D. C., is available to 
educational institutions, television stations, businesses and other interested

The first in a series of intensive fallout shelter analysis courses for

A study of American drinking practices designed to increase understanding 
of the significance of drinking in the American culture viill be conducted under 
the Dean for Sponsored Research of George Washington University in Washington, D»C», 
beginning in August 1962. 

The study will be supported by a .'!!5l6l,073 grant from the National Institute 
of Mental Health, National Institutes of Health, Public Health Service, and will 
be directed by Dr, Ira H. Cisin. Dr. Cisin was Director of the nationally- 
recognized Drinking Practices Study conducted by the California Department of 
Public Health from 1959 to 1961. Dr. Cisin 7ri.ll hold the rank of Research Professor. 

Dr. Cisin said the new study could best be described as "a study of the 
meaning of the use of alcohol." Its goal will be to provide a quantitative descrip¬ 
tion of the varied patterns of alcoholic beverage consumption in the adult popu¬ 
lation of the United States and of the meaning of these various patterns to the 
individual. 

Among the integral parts of the study will be a survey of the drinking habits 
of a scientifically selected sample of the adult population, using research tech¬ 
niques and instruments Trtiich were developed during the three-year California study. 

Dr. Arthur Kirsch, research psychologist, has been granted a leave of absence 
from the Datatrol Corporation of Silver Spring, Maryland, to serve as Associate 
Director of the project. Dr. Kirsch v/ill hold the rank of Research Associate Pro¬ 
fessor and will continue as a consultant with Datatrol. 

The National Institute of Mental Health grant to George V/ashington University 
was made upon the recommendation of the National Mental Health Advisory Council to 
the Public Health Service.
